quorum for the transaction of business. 
If a quorum is not present and that fact 
is disclosed by a yea and nay vote, busi­ 
ness must stop until a quorum is secur­ 
ed. But the mem bers present are empow­ 
ered by the constitution to adjourn from 
day today and ‘to compel the attend­ 
ance of absent members, in such manner 
and under such penalties as each house 
may provide. ' A great deal of business is 
done in both the senate and the house 
when a quorum is not present, the ab­ 
sence of a quorum not being officially 
disclosed by a roll call. The sergeant-at 
arms is not an infrequent attendant at 
social receptions and dinners, but al­ 
ways an unwelcome one when he conn s 
to demand the attendance of truant sen­ 
ators or members upon their respective 
houses. One-fifth of the members pres­ 
ent may demand a vote by yea< and 
nays, and the vote must be recorded iu 
the journal which each house is required 
to keep of its proceeding«. This journal 
does not include the debates, which are, 
however, published in full daily in The 
Congressional Record.

HD Own Hom o 
It appears that the detested Engliah 
sgOTOW is by os means a general favor­ 
ite In his own home across the water, 
where bis habits have been more care­ 
fully noted. 
iu the course of his paper cm “ Wild 
Birds, Useful and Injurious,” in the 
Royal Agricultural society’s journal, 
Mr. C. F. Archibald says: "Tbs sparrow 
has received an overflowing r 1 ensure of 
abuse from farmers and gardeners, and, 
notwithstanding all that has been urged 
In its favor by enthnsiastio advocate* 
there can be little doubt that it deserves 
a large share of the vituperation be­ 
stowed upon i t The keynote to the spar­ 
row’s character is to bo found In thg 
delusion under which it labors that 
corn growing is carried on for its es­ 
pecial benefit. Grain is undoubtedly tht 
mainstay of the sparrow. 
This it ob­ 
tains in the fields at seedtime, whea 
sprouting, in the unripe, milky condi­ 
tion, and when fully matured. 
At this 
last named period a quantity of grain is 
wasted by being shaken out on the 
ground by the birds, in addition to the 
amount actually consumed. 
At this 
time, too, numbers of sparrows which 
live for the greater part of the year in 
towns are tempted to visit the flel<k 
their grimy appearanoe fcroolaimind 
their usual hauuts. 
“ In gardens the sparrow finds full 
scope for its destructive propensities in 
devouring peas, of which it is very fond, 
as well as a few gooseberries and cher­ 
ries. In the moat mischievous way, too, 
It pulls to pieces the flowers of the 
crocus, dahlia, primrose, polyanthus, 
hepatica, heartsease, wistaria, the shootl 
of pinks and carnations, the pods of the 
laburnum aud the blossom of fruit 
trees. It also does considerable damage 
to beds of young radishes and lettuces, 
besides levying toll on the grass seeds 
sown on lawns. 
On the other bar 
It 
must be freely nlm itted that the st ar­ 
row does a great deal of good. 
"Among the pests destroyed by the 
sparrows are wireworms, daddy long- 
legs, weevils from peas and beans, 
aphides, caterpillars of various kind* 
houseflies, 'blue beetles, ’ *black beetle»' 
and white butterflies. In some district» 
cboviss, otherwise known as Maybugs, 
occasionally do immense damage, and 
at such times sparrows have been »oeu 
with their months crammed full oi 
them. The quality of weed seeds which 
the sparrow eats must also be placed ts 
its credit, for in this way is helpa to 
suppress snoh objectionable plants as 
charlock, oorn bind weed, goosefook

In two of the museums of old Roman 
antiquities at Naples there are several 
water heaters, which indicate that the 
principle of the water tube, the crown­ 
ing feature of modern boilers, was fully 
understood and appreciated some 2,000 
years ago. Mr. W. T. Bonner of Cin­ 
cinnati has been investigating these 
heaters and found them to tie as inter 
esting as they are beautiful. One of 
them consists of an outer shell 12 
inches iu diameter and norriy 17 inches 
high, surmounted by a somewhat hemi- 
spherieally shaped top. Inside this shell 
is an internal olyinder, also haying a 
hemispherical top, which is 10 inches 
in diameter and 12 inches high. The 
two shells are connected at the bottom 
by a rim, like the mud ring of a loco­ 
motive firebox, and the space between 
them was filled with water. The grate 
was formed of seven tubes made from 
sheet bronze, rolled aud soldered or 
brazed. These tubes open at both ends 
into the bottom of the space between 
the shells, thus forming a water tube 
grate for the fuel to rest upon. 
Charcoal was probably used w ith this 
heater and was placed 011 the grate 
through an opening 4.8 inches high mid 
4 inches wide, closed by a beautifully 
decorated door. The gases from the fire 
escaped into the outer air through three 
small openings formed by tubes crass 
ing from the inner to the outer shell 
about 6.6 inches above the grate. The 
whole apparatus was raised about 1 
inches 011 a tripod so as to allow air to 
reach the fuel. In another boiler of 
( somewhat the same type the outer shell 
Rcci- | haB the fonn of an uni, while the inner 
shell rises from a water tube grate to 
an opening in the side. It is 12 inches 
in diameter at the w’idest part, 17.6 
iuche3 high and supported on a tripod 
about i inches high.

In “ This Country of Ours," in The 
Century, ex-Preside ut Harrison give.* 
this interesting view of the workings of 
congress: "A majority of each house, 
under the constitution, constitutes a 
quorum fear the transaction of business. 
If a quorum is not present and that fact 
is disclosed by a yea and nay vote, I usi- 
ness must stop until a quorum is secur­ 
ed. But the members present are emi«w- 
ered by the constitution to adjourn from 
day today and ‘to compel the attend­ 
ance of absent members, in such manner 
and under such penalties as each hon?* 
may provide. * A great deal of business is 
done in both the senate and the house 
when a quorum is not present, the ab­ 
sence of a quorum not being officially 
disclosed by a roll call. The sergeant-at 
arms is not an infrequent attendant at 
social receptions aud dinners, but al­ 
ways an unwelcome one when he com* s 
to demand the attendance of truant rn u- 
atorsor members upon their respective 
houses. One fifth of the members pres­ 
ent may demand a vote by yeas and 
nays, aud the vote must be recorded in 
the journal which each house is required 
to keep of itr preen tilings, This journal 
does not include the debates, w hich are, 
however, published in full daily in The 
Congressional Becard. 
“ The senators and members are priv­ 
ileged from arrest, except for treason, 
felony or breach of the peace, while in 
attendance upon their respective houses 
anti while goings to and returning to the 
meetings of congress. 
A member may 
be punished by the house to which hi 
belongs for disorderly behavior, and by 
a two thirds vote of the house may be 
expelled. ’’

Indiana's New Senator- 


The tallest man in the senate is Mr. 
Fairbanks, the new republican senator 
from Indiana, who succeeds Mr. Voor­ 
hees, who was often called the “Tall
